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MARTIN LDTOKR KING, JB . 

On August 29, 1965, the Reverend Martin Lather 
King, Jr,, President, Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC) , was Interviewed on CBS Television prograo ’*Face the 
Nation" at Washington, D. C. This news Interview was con- 
ducted by Lew Wood, CBS News Correspondent, Rowland Evans, 
Coluonist, New York Herald Tribune Ssrndlcate, and Martin 
Agronsky, CBS News Correspondent. 

At the outset Or. King indicated he had been so 
busy with the Civil Rights Movement that he had not had a 
chance to write a letter to Ho-Cbi-Mlnh. He indicated he 
thinks it is very urgent to work relentlessly for a negotiated 
settlement of the dangerous and tragic conflict In Viet Nam 
and he wanted to use whatever concern that he could muster 
at this point to express his desire along with nuiaerous 
people all ova* the world to bring an end to that conflict. 


Statements made during the program are substantially 
as follows. Questions asked by the above newsmen are indicated 
by the letter "Q" and answers given by Dr. King are Indicated 
by the letter "A". 



Dr. King, many Negro and white civil rl^ts 
leaders, also responsible men of our Govern- 
ment have Indicated their concern that by 
your use of your own prestige and the Civil 
Ri^ts Movement to seek Independently a Viet- 
namese peace, you might end with weakening, 
dividing, and even negating the strengths of 
the Civil Rights Movement In this country. 

How would you respond to that criticism? 

I would certainly say I don't think this is 
true. First, I must make It edear that my

King stated that he had been in contact vdth the 
White House on the morning of August 20, 1965, and had an 
appointment to talk to President Johnson by telephone that 
night from Atlanta about the Los Angeles situation. 

King was further quoted as stating, "There are 
serious doubts that the white community is -in any way concerned 
or willing to accommodate their needs. There is a growing 
disillusionment and resentment (by Negroes in the Watts area) 
tov;ard the Negro middle class and the leadership it has produced. 

Kin^ was further quoted as stating that the Negroes' 
fight is for "dignity and work, and this is the reason why 
the issues of police brutality looms so high.

A source, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised on August 17 > 19^5 ^ that King and party 
arrived at International Airport, Los Angeles, shortly after 
1:00 p.rn. on August 17 > 1965, t>y National Airlines, flight 4l. 
King was met by a security guard of several uniformed officers 
of the Los Angeles Police Department (LAHJ), plaln-clothesmen 
of the LAPD and airport guards, in addition to a large number 
of reporters, photographers and representatives of news media. 


King held a press conference at the airport immediately 
after his arrival. A press release was distributed prior to 
the question and answer portion of the conference. In the press 
release King stressed the necessity for nonviolence in settling 
Negro problems and stated that it is the ;Job of ’’all Americans 
to right the wrong from which such violence springs." He 
called for responsibility from both Negroes and Caucasians. 

The release stated that criminal responses are "environmental". 
The release stated that he had come to Los Angeles at the 
request of individuals and organizations, who were not 
identified by name, and that he had come to support "responsible" 
Negroes. The release listed a five point program which Included 
ministering to thousands of Negroes innocent of any wrongdoing 
who have lost their homes and Jobs and to pledge the support 
of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) to 
morally and financially assist these people; to visit Negroes 
in prison in an attempt to find ways in which they can help 
repair the damage done and attempt to redeem themselves; to 
maintain contact and communication with the white community 
and work out programs to prevent future disturbances of this 
serious nature; to confer with local government leaders if 
they so desire in an effort to try and eliminate problems 
that lead to rioting and to present his own ideas for 
immediate and long range action for consideration of local 
civic and political leaders.

and answer session was any reference made to Viet Nam. 

The "Herald Examiner", a daily metropolitan 
Los Angeles newspaper, for August 17, I965, section A, page 3, 
carried an article captioned ^Dr. King Here to Wring Good From 
Evil". The article concerned the press conference King held 
at International Airport following his arrival and quoted him 
as stating that he had "come to listen" and that he would make 
no Judgments until he had met with Negro and white leaders and 
visited the strife tom Watts area. He described the rioting 
as a "blind, misguideu revolt against society and authority". 

King praised the leadership In the Negro community and named 
responsible Negro leaders in Los Angeles as the Reverend H. H« 
Brookins, head of the Unltied Civil Rights Committee, Thomas 
^ Kilgore, Western Division Director for the SCLC, and Norman B. 
Houston, NAACP leader, all of Los Angeles. 

The "Los Angeles Times", a dally metropolitan 
Los Angeles newspaper, for August I8* 1965, part 1, page 3, 
carried an article entitled "Dr. King Arrives Here to Study 
Riot Problems". The article quoted King, in referring to the 
Los Angeles riots, as stating, "This has been an evil situation." 
King stated that he definitely would tour the scene of the 
riots and hoped to visit the Jails and "minister to those 
Involved in the rioting". The article further states, "The 
Negro leader, whose visit was called untimely Monday by Governor 
Brown, said he came here at the invitation of a number of 
concerned individuals and major organizations." The article 
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quotes King as blaming the rioting on "economic deprivation, 
social Isolation, Inadequate housing and general despedr".

The "Los Angeles Times” final edition for August 19, 
1965 , carried an article captioned "Dr. King Hears Watts 
Protests Over Heckling". The article stated that there was 
some heckling when King spoke to a crowd In the devastated 
Watts business district but that most of the 500 persons 
present treated the civil rights leader with "affection and 
respect". King was quoted as stating that he would do all In 
his power to §et Parker and Yorty (Chief of Police Parker and 
Mayor-Yorty) to come out to Watts and listen to your problems." 

The article further stated that King had met with 
Governor Brown later in the day and that In the meeting he 
urged Brown to support a police civilian review board in 
Los Angeles and to push for release of Federal anti-poverty 
funds and to visit the V7atts area. 


The article further stated that King said that most 
of the people he talked to wanted Parker removed but Governor 
Brown defended Parker and refused to consider his removal. 


The same article stated that King mentioned he had 
had a "lengthy off the record conference" with OtiS'^Jhandler, 
publisher of the "Los Angeles Times", which King described as 
"very fruitful" but declined to divulge any details of their 
c onve r s a 1 1 on . 


Los Angeles, at 11:00 p.m. on August I 8 , 19^5, & film was shown 
of a Joint interview with California Governor Edmund Gr^rown 
and Martin Luther King concerning the Los Angeles riots. King 
stated that the underlying cause of the riots was the 
deprivation in the Watts area. He further stated that he had 
spoken with numerous Los Angeles Negro leaders who expressed

Insensitive to the needs of the Negro community. King further 
stated that Negro leaders In Los Angeles are desirous of a 
police review board. Governor Brown Indicated that he was 
against such a review board and further that he absolutely does 
not support the removal of Chief Parker. 

In "The Saturday Evening Post" Issue of 
July II-I 8 , 196 ^ > page 76 , Bayard Rustin is the 
subject of a feature article captioned: "The lone 

Wolf of Civil Rights". In It, Rustin is said to 
have come to New York in 1938, as an organizer 
for the Young Communist League (YCL), and as 
such, he had the Job of recruiting students for 
the "Party". Furthermore, the article reports 
that during his first years in New York. Rustin 
gave most of his earnings to the "Party". He 
reportedly left the "Party" in 19^1, the article 
states .

The meeting adjourned at approximately 11:45 P.M. ,

On the night of August 11, 1965» Andrew Young, 
Official of the SCLC, presented Bayard Rustin to the SCLC 
at the Sixteenth Street Baptist Church.

On August 12, 1965 * FBI Agents observed Harry H. 
Wachtel in the lobby of the Thomas Jefferson Hotel at about 
2:30 P.M. He was standing by the registration desk when a 
party, including Dr. Martin Luther King and a woman, later 
ascertained to be Mrs. King, came in. Wachtel greeted the 
Kings and then engaged in conversation with Dr. King. 
Wachtel returned to two unidentified Negro men, who were 
standing nearby, at which time he turned and gestured to 
Rev. King, stating "Will you be available at 8:00 tomorrow 
morning?", at which time Rev. King said, "8:00 tomorrow 
morning will be fine."
